Hut Carter, his face grim, his 
eyes fixed firmly on the world which 
he was viewing for the first time in 
five years, answ ered: 


"T hat Is my secret. 
Possibly you 
may hear from me In the future.” 
It is more than possible that the 
world has heard from him, for genius 
such as that of C arter’s cannot be hid­ 
den by a pseudonym any more than it 
can be confined by the wails of a 
prison.

T hat is; not rew ards 
and punishm ents 
inflicted 
by 
the 
lacher—but explained as the auto­ 
m atic result of 
their 
owm 
actions. 
Dig in the axion that control of evil 
im pulses 
will 
bring 
success 
and 
friends—and th a t indulgence in jeal­ 
ousies and m eanness, will bring un­ 
happiness, and that both faults will 
blacken the self respect. 
Rew ard 
unselfishness, fine actions, 
encour­ 
age nobility 
of mind—far 
beyond 
m ental 
attainm ents 
in 
arithm etic 
and geography. 
And above all teach 
how to think, how' to m ake deduc­ 
tions— and howr to discrim inate. 
If 
the laws of cause and effect w'ere 
drum m ed into the heads of all chil­ 
dren their own 
intelligence 
would 
m ake them avoid com m itting actions 
which w-ould result in disagreeables 
for themselves. 
But as m aterial results of evil ac­ 
tions, and thoughts 
do 
not 
come 
swiftly enough to point the moral 
and adorn the talc! only the incul­ 
cation of belief 
in a conscience— 
based upon laws of logic and 
com­ 
mon sense—and not ham pered 
by 
any special form of religion, can in­ 
fluence the child mind. 
W hereas if 
these broad principles 
of 
morals 
were the main thing to be engrafted, 
each unit could adopt w hat religion 
he or she pleased later on, w'hen the 
judgem ent was more m atuie. 
and 
practice It from a sound basis of 
love of truth. 
All people m ust adm it that Jeal­ 
ousy— the subject of this paper—and 
from which I may seem to have dis- 
gressed!—is a vile and mean a ttri­ 
bute wTiich they would be asham ed 
to own that they possessed. 
Then 
wThy not ju st try as an experim ent— 
all you who are reading—to 
ask 
yourselves a few searching questions 
“Am I jealous of any person? “ Does 
jealousy really influence any of my 


actions tow ards any of my thoughts 
about him or h er?” 
And then pro­ 
foundly search your own 
souls to 
find if you are telling yourselves the 
truth in your answ ers— (always with 
the 
com forting 
thought 
that 
you 
need not speak them aloud, and so 
there will be no possibility of Vanity 
being wounded by a public exposure 
—and thus you can 
afford 
to 
be 
truthful with yourselves!) 
If you do 
this, you will be quite surprised at 
the result and it will help you 
to 
stam p out this ugly thing in your 
m ental “m ake up.” 
A man goes to try to obtain a sit­ 
uation which his m ate perhaps se­ 
cures. He returns probably with the 
thought that it was his bad luck, or 
his m ate’s scheming, and with all 
sorts of better feelings of jealousy. 
He seldom thinks that it was 
his 
own unw orthiness, his Vanity 
will 
never perm it him to search for the 
truth. 
Camouflage of all ugly quali­ 
ties is one of our greatest arts in our 
self deceptions. 
H undreds of women 
say 
horrid 
things every day about people they 
really do not dislike— simply from 
jealousy. 
G reat projects are ham p­ 
ered useless by the jealousy of in­ 
dividuals, 
one 
tow ards 
another, 
which each wrould willingly die for 
the sake of the project in the ab­ 
stract. 
And all because of w ant of 
the habit of analysing the motives 
which prom pt our actions. 
Very great m inds keep the 
aim 
they have in view' on every occasion, 
anfl never perm it personal Idiosyn­ 
cracies to m ilitate against th a t aim. 
Therefore a statesm an whose aim 
was for the good 
of 
his 
country 
would not hesitate to place a rival 
in a position of power, were he the 
best man to attain 
that 
country’s 
good. 
And if the m inds of ordinary 
every day people 
w^ere trained 
in 
childhood to exam ine th eir own mo­ 
tives for the sake of their own self 
respect—Jealousy 
w'ouid 
gradually 
disappear out of the hum an cate­ 
gory of defects—and it m ight be that 
the millennial w*ouId be in sight! 
Anyhow, for such an aim the ex­ 
perim ent might 
be worth 
trying. 
And you, John Smith, reading 
this 
m agaizne article in the train, just 
ask yourself as a good, straight John 
Bull and follower of cricket and foot­

Sculpture and engraving 
w ere also begun at about the same 
time. 
W hat is engraving? It is cutting a 
figure or design into some surface. 
If you cut your initials into a piece 
of wood, you are engraving in a rude 
way. 
Possibly it 
was

w'hich led to the first engraving.

m an m ay have said:

may have cut the images of animals. 
Imagine the men exclaim ing: 
“Mine will be a horse.” 
“I’ll be a fox.” 
“The bear is good enough for me.” 
If this was really the idea behind 
the first engravings they m ight be 
called “nam es,” for they m eant the 
person who m ade them. 
W hether or not such was the case, 
hundreds of engravings 
have 
been 
found on the walls of caves. Some of 
these were excellent, 
others 
w’ere 
very crude. 
The bear picture printed today is 
a copy of a fairly good engraving on 
the wall of a cave near Lee Eyzies,

Engraving of birds arq found only 
here and there. 
An engraving of 
a 
crane was discovered in one French 
cave. 
In another a swan 
and 
two 
ducks w ere carved 
in 
stone 
and 
horn. 
A duck

Stone Age 
engravers 
did 
poor 
work w hen they tried to 
show 
the 
hum an face or figure. 
Perhaps they 
thought it w asn’t 
w orth 
w'hile 
to 
ta k e pains about 
such a common 
thing as m an or woman. 
Several faces of men were engrav­ 
ed on the wralls of the cave of Mar- 
soulas, in France. 
You see twro

It’s not exactly a new role for Brit­ 
ton, but it appears likely to be a per­ 
manent one now. 
Jack had the title 
for nearly a decade, first losing it to 
“Kid” Lewis and later regaining it 
from the same man. 
The battle last night will stand out 
in the annals of boxing and in the 
memories of those who saw it as one 
of the most curious in a sport noted 
for its ups and dow*ns and ins and 
outs.
